Cattle Statistics. 


ee 
rt 


We are in receipt of a few addi- 
tional statistics on the cattle inter- 
ests of the United States from the 
Agricultural Department. The 
number of cattle exported during 
1589 Was 603,952 head, alive and 
dressed—as many as in 1888 and ’87. 
The market value of British and 
foreign cattle in the market, tak- 
ing the weekly quofatious for the 
last half of 1889, and quoting the 
average of the markets for the last 
half of the year, was as follows: 
British cattle, second quality, 14; 
first quality, 5.6. Foreign cattle, 
second quality, 11.65; first qual- 
ity, 13. 

The above prices are the dressed 
weight, It will be noticed that as 
between British and foreign dattle 
there aré about two cents on each 
quality, or,to be more exact, on 
the second there isa difference of 
2.4 cents and on the first quality 
3.4. P. D. Armour, in his state- 
ment to the coniitee of the 
United States Senate, said that his 
firm in 1888 purchdsed 350,649 head 
of cattle; that the average dressed 
to liye weight was 54.76 per cent — 
nearly 55 per cent. 
cattle are of a higher quality, and 
ought to dress 60 per cent. to live 
weight. 

The shipping rate during 1889 
* hes ruled higher than usual for the 
reas-n that the large shippers have 
undertaken to control the shipping 
room of the &teamers. The low 
prices that have prevailed during 
1889 at Chicago have been charged 
to over-production. As between 
the first and second quality of 
British cattle and the same classes 
of foreign cattle there is a differ- 
ence of $2 60 per hundred. If 
American breeders and ‘feeders 
will breed and feed for the top of 
the market they can cover $1 60 of 
this difference, which would give 
about $14 per 100 pounds for a 
dressed carcass or for a well bred 
and well fed 1,500 pound steer 
there is $100 at Chicago. 


Mrs. Amenia E. Barr, in the 
North American Review for April,

The pistol-shot is by no means ad- 
vocated, nor, indeed, is there any 
need to advocate it; many times 
in every year we aie reminded 
that,'in spite of its illegality, it is 
looked upon as the only redress for 
certain wrongs.” '

Besides all of these her Majesty has 
wh: t is called the royal housebold, com- 
posed in part of Dukes, Earls and Mar- 


-quises, who get big ‘pay for going on 


parade occasionally, andthe salaries of 
some Of whom are much less than their 
perquisites. It should be mentioned 
that if by chance any work should fall 
to these people it is done by proxy 
and paid for by the Government. For 
instance, the master of the Queen's 
horse gets $12,500 a year. He has 
a nice, easy job, for he does nothing and 
he has numerous assistants. He has a 
crown equerry at $4,000 a year, seven 
equerries in ordinary who get from 
£2,500 to $3,000 each? and extra equer- 
ies and equerries honora'y. Besides, 
he is provided with a superintendent of 
the royal mews, aclerk, storekeeper, two 
veterinary surgeons, a state coach- 
man and an accountant. It appears 
that a few grooms do the real work. 
The grand almoner gets $15,000 a year 
for distributing coronation medals on 
the day a sovereign ist crowned, and he 
is ‘assisted’? by a lord bigh almoner. 
The. master of the buck-hounds gets 
$7,500 a year, but there hasn’t been a roy- 
al stag hunt for several centuries. Like- 
wise aroyal hawk is athing of the dim 
past, but the grand falconer gets $4,875 a 
yoar,and he probably grumbles because 
he has no assistant. It is out of the ques- 
tion to mention one-half of these sine- 
cures, to say nothing of those outside 
of the royal household. There are 
twenty-two Dukes, twesty Marquises, 
115 Earls, twenty-seven Viscounts and 
282 Barons who must; We supported. 
Yes, royalty is a very fine thing for 
those Who hold the sineeures, but it is 
bad for the middle classes who pay the 
taxes. Itis not surprising that repub- 
lies are gaining in popularity.—Toledo 
(O.) Blade. 


DRESS IN BRAZIL. 


Curiosities of Costume in Bahia and Other 
Coast Cities. 

If each coast town has its character- 
istic color, sv also each has its own fash- 
ions of dress for the swarming black 
population. I have noticed a process of 
evolution in costume as I have ame 
down from the equator. The negrochil- 
dren at Para and Maranhao were stark 
naked. At Pernambuco and Babi@@hey 
have calico dresses. The men began 
with a pair of trunks or § Jort trousers, 
without hat, shoes, sh or coat; at 
Maranao they added a loose-fitting shirt, 
flapping over the trousers; at Pernam- 
buco a ragged coat went over tbe shirt 
and a torn straw hat covered the head, 
and at Bahia shoes and stockings al- 
most complete the costume of a negro 
laborer. Only the waistcoat remains to 
be provided, and perhaps I may find that 
at Rio. - The costume of the women has 
been developed in the same progressive 
way. At the start there was a tunic or 
chemise, with. head and feet bare. 
Further down the coast a calico skirt 
and waist were tH#rown over the tunic 
and shoes were worn. At Bahiaa light 
shawl or wrap is thrown over calico 
suits of the gayest colors or patterns, 
and there isalavish display of cheap 
bracelets, brass earrings and amulets. 
At Rio. I am prepared tosee handker- 
chiefs and fans. These are the costumes 
of the lowest classes of blacks. With 
education, respectable employment and 
social equality the dress of the negroes 
and mulattoes changes until it is hardly 
distinguishable from that of the native 
Brazilians and Portegnese. A_ black 
who has risen above the level of his race 
is scrupulously careful to imitate in de- 
tail the costume of his equal, the Portu- 
guese white. He wears ordinarily a silk 
or black felt hat, a broadcloth cutaway 
coatof black, and pantaloons and waist- 
coat of white duck. Even the lowest 
a blacks in Bahia are superior to 
any other-negroes whom I have yet seen 
in brazil. The women who hawk fish 
or pineapples in the streets are marvels 
of physical development and grace, and 
they walk like Greek goddesses. With 
purple, pink or blue waists, cut low in 
the neck, they display arms of the finest 
modeling and a development of musclé 
and sinew and an erect and queenly car- 
riage which: must be the envy and de- 
spair of Brazilian ladies of the highest 
rank. —Bahia Cor. N. Y. Tribune.

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THE SHOSHONE RIVER. 


How to Utilize It for Irrigating the Arid 
Lands of the West. 

Major J. W. Powell, the director of the 
United States Geological Survey, con- 
tributes an article to the Century on 
“The Irrigable Lands of the Arid Re- 
gion,” froma which we quote the follow- 
ing: ‘““‘The Snake or Shoshone river 
heads in the great forest-clad mountains 
of Wyoming and runs across the line 
into Idaho, then passes quite across the 
Territory until it becomes the boundary 
line between Idaho and Oregon. Pass- 
ing the northeastern cérner of the last- 
mentioned State, it enters the State of 
Washington, and runs westward for a 
long reach until it debouches into the 
Columbia. The Shoshone river is one 
of great volume, second only to the 
Colorado. Reservoir sites along its 
course in Wyoming and Idaho have al- 
ready been revealed by the surveys, and 
it is shown that in the upper region 
water can be stored to an amount of 
more than 2,000,000 acre feet This 
will irrtgate at the first usage at least 
2,000,000 acres of land; and if they be 
properly selected, so that the waters 
can be collected again and again after 
serving the land, the area redeemed 
will be more than 4,000,000 acres. There 
are many other tributaries below that 
have not yet been examined, and it is 
safe to say that the waters of the 
Shoshone with its tributaries may ulti- 
mately serve from 8, 000, 000 to 10,000, 000 
acres. Injits utilization three classes 
of problems are involved. If the 
waters are taken out in small canals 
hear to ‘the river, and the lowlands 
served first, and prior rights and inter- 
ests established on such lands, then but 
a small part of the streain can be used, 
and the greater part will run away to 
the Pacific Oceau; and subsequently the 
region of irrigation can be enlarged 
only by buying out vested water-rights 
scattered along the course of the river. 
But ifat the very beginning the water 
can be taken out high up the river and 
carried in great canals to either side 
and there distributed to the higher 
lands, and used over and over again on 
its return, a complete utilization can be 
secured, and the cost of the eonstruc- 
tion of the system of irrigation by res- 
ervoirs and canals will be greatly re- 
duced per acre. To irrigate 2,000,000 
‘ oanda of land near to the river by short 
canals taken out along its course here 
and there will cost more than half as 
much as the construction of hydraulic 
works that will serve from 6,000,000 :to 
8,000,000; while the scattered mihor 
works will be forever subject to de- 
struction by the floods, and the agricult- 
ure sécured: will be of less value per 
acté, because the best lands will hot ‘be 
served, and only imperfect drainage 
will be secured.”
